DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or reasonably suggest, the combination of a spring 
interconnect including, 

• an elastic material that is operatively associated with a surface of a substrate 
including, 

• an anchor portion fixed to the substrate, and 

• a free portion spaced from the substrate, the free portion including a tip 
separated from the substrate; and a sensor formed on the substrate, the sensor 
including an active layer and contacts, the active layer configured to sense 
light and be at least partially transparent to light at selected wavelengths, the 
spring interconnect and the sensor being integrated on the substrate
